He said he doubted the efficiency 
of radio for field work and pointed 
out that many messages were garbled 
during the war games. 

General Holbrook said the army’s 
war gomes had demonstrated that 
Uncle Sam's national guard troops, 
if thrown into war, would soon be 
“invincible.”

FDR. HULL CONFER 


ON. SOVIET RF 


President and Secretary De- 
cide To Proceed With 


Care on Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—(UP) 
The United States government decid- 
ed today to proceed cautiously in its 
dispute with the soviet over com- 
munist propaganda. 

Passing responsibility to President 
Roosevelt for the next step involving 
soviet-American relations, Secretarf 
of State Cordell Hull and his advis- 


ers spent half an hour with the chief 
executive, discussing the whole situa- 
tion, After the meeting, R. Walton 
Moore, assistant secretary of state 
and Hull’s chief adviser on Russian 
affairs, said: ’ 

“We are not going to be in any 
great hurry to take action. There 
will be no announcement today.” 

It was the Presidnet who personal- 
ly conducted the negotiations which 
culminated in diplomatic recognition 
of the soviets. Hul at that time was 
en route to South America attending 
the seventh Pan-American conference 


negotiations. Since his return, how- 
ever, he has had the responsibility for 
attempting to get along with the so- 
viets through a series of fruitless ne- 
gotiations for settlement of the Ameri- 
can claims against soviet Russia, trade 
agreements, and the conduct of politi- 
cal relations between the two coun- 
tries. 

The state secretary carried to the 
White House the note received from 
Moscow yesterday in answer to the 
vigorous protest to the soviets by the 
United States against the activities of 
the Communist Internationale in the 
internal affairs of this country. 

The soviet note deniéd all responsi- 
bility for the commintern’s activities 
and added sarcastically that its posi- 
tion “should be nothing new to the 
United States.” The State Depart- 
ment had warned the’soviets that “the 
most serious consequences” might be 
anticipated unless Moscow showed a 
willingness and ability to curb the 
communist body's anti-American ac- 
tivities. Diplomatic observers agreed 
practically unanimously that the so- 
viet rejection of the American protest 
leaves the administration with little 
choice but to define what “the most 
serious consequences” are, and to ap- 
ply them, or to back down from the 
position taken in protest.

Goethe's Career 


Another of the greatest intellects in 
history was born in 1749—Johann 
Wolfgang Goethe (geh-teh). He was 
great as poet, essayist, dramatist, nat- 
uralist, philosopher, novelist, theater- 
director, critie, political economist. It 
was his belief that the best govern- 
ment is “that which teaches us to 
govern ourselves.” 

Like most great men, he was pro- 
foundly influenced by his mother. The 
father was of stern and irritable dia- 
position, not a man to be impressed 
by a budding genius, thus his mother 
lavished love upon Wolfgang. Once 
she wrote: “Tl and my Wolfgang 
have always held fast to each other, 
we were young together.” She was 
only 18 when he was born. 


The mother had every one of his 
works read to her over and over 
again, often interrupting to exclaim 
with awe, “And this is my son!” 

When Goethe was well along in 
years and Germany's greatest man, he 
was reproved for still troubling him- 
self about young women.

BOLZANO, Italy, Aug. 28.—( AP)" 
The text of a communique issued by 
the Italian cabinet—after listing the 
ministers present at the extraordi- 
nary session—follows: 

‘The council of ministers then heard 
a report made by the head of the 
government on the international situ- 
ation. 

He communicated that Italy will 
be present at the meeting of the 
League of Nations council fixed for 
September 4, 

She will be present in order to set 
forth the Ethiopian problem in all 
its crude reality so not only the coun- 
cil but the world can finally realize 
it exactly. 

Italy will present above all a 
declaration which fixes her position 
in regard to the Ethiopian problem. 

A more extensive memorandum will 
follow which will be a political and 
diplomatic history of the 50 years’ 
relationship between Italy and Ethi- 
opia, and likewise between Italy and 
bordering European powers. 

It will be clear that from the 
treaty of Uccaillia on there was al- 
ways recognized to Italy rights of 
colonial priority in Ethiopia. 

This memorandum will be accom- 
panied by small but most recent and 
well-chosen literature by English, 
German and French writers, depict- 
ing Ethiopia as she is in her chaotic 
condition of retrograde slave-holdiug 
tribes with non-existent central pow- 
ers, 
Italy intends to defend her thesis, 
her needs, her necessities of secu- 
rity and her interests of life up to| 
the very last and every member of 
the cabinet assumes his responsibil- 
ities in the face of tomorrow's even- 
tualities. 


After having depicted the attitude 
of some British currents of opinion, 
the head of the government declared 
that Great Britain has nothing to 
fear from what will be the Italian 
policy toward Ethiopia. 

Italy’s policy does not menace ei- 
ther directly or indirectly England's 
imperial interests, wherefore the ma- 
licious alarm excited in some circles 
is simply absurd. ;

dans and Moslems, had banded them 
together today in jint intercessory 
services, am. unprecedented event. 

Moslem priests, in their Friday 
prayer services in the mosques, will 
urge Mohammedans to unite with 
Christians “in this time of national 
peril.”

NEW NAME FOR WAR 


IS SOUGHT BY LAVAL 

PARIS, Aug. 28.— (#4) —Premier 
Pierre Laval’s design for removing the 
war clouds from Europe by giving a 
new name to the Italoe-Ethiopian sit- 
uation, other than “war,” won him to- 
day the French cabinet’s authority to 
proceed freely at Geneva. 

He obtained approval to place 
France's safety above the possibility 
of an Ethiopian war. 

The cabinet heard him for four 

hours. Then it voted him a “free 
hand,” told him he could go so far 
as to oppose any a of sanc- 
tions or threats of force and made 
one request—that he try to save for 
France the friendship of both Italy 
and Great Britain. 
_ It was the longest cabinet session 
in years and President Albert Lebrun 
presided. Laval, who had _ tried to 
compose British and Italian differ- 
ences of viewpoint in the -unsuccess- 
ful tripartite conversations and, since 
then, had continued his efforts to 
avoid the danger of war-by talking 
to the Italian and British ambassa- 
dors to France, explained his efforts 
and offered his plan as “one of the 
least of several evils.” 

He was pessimistic, an informant 
said, about the chance of effecting a 
peaceful settlement of the east Afri- 
can situation but was confident the 
spread of war to Europe, war 
comes, can be prevented. 


Laval’s insistence he be given strong 
assistance at Geneva indicated the 
gravity of the situation. He asked 
for Edouard Herriot, minister of 
state; for Paul Bastid and for Henry 
Berenger, the last-named pair being 
presidents of the foreign affairs com- 
mittees of chamber and senate, respec- 
tively. Joseph Paul-Boncour, France’s 
permanent delegate to the League, 
will also go to the League council 
meeting, which begins September 4. 

Officials explained, after the cab- 
inet meeting, the “German menace” is 
spurring the premier to utmost efforts 
to maintain the three-power front in 
which France, Britain and Italy have 
been allied. He seeks also, they said, 
to save the prestige of the League of 
Nations.

Suez Canal, Gateway to Far East, 
Now Center of World’s Attention 


Italian Troops and Munitions Pour Through It on Way to 
East Africa, While Great Britain Masses 
Warships To Enforce Neutrality. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., Aug. 28.— 
Slicing through the narrow peninsula 
that links Africa and Asia, a short 
cut to the ofient that has made dreams 


of ancient conquerors come true, the 
Suez canal is now a focus of world 
attention as Italian troops and mu- 
nitions of wart pour through it on the 
way to east Africa. 

“This 100-mile waterway, which en- 
ables ships to steam directly between 
the Mediterranean and Red seas with- 
out making the tedious voyage around 
Africa, forms the link pin connecting 
the trade routes of the eastern hemi- 
sphere,” a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, C., headquarters of the 
——— Geographic Society said to- 

ay. 
Saves Thousands of Miles, — 

“For ships of all European nations 
trading with the orient and east 
Africa, the canal is a tremendous 
saver of time and distance. Typical 
comparative distances are: 

From London to Bombay—Via ca- 
nal, 7,028 miles; around Africa, 12,- 
548 miles. : 

From Hamburg to Bombay—Via 
canal, 7,382 miles; around Africa, 
12,903 milese 

From Trieste to con yy he ca- 
nal, 4,816 miles; around Africa, 13,- 
229 ‘miles. ss 

From London to Hong Kong—Via 
canal, 11,112 miles; around Africa, 
15,228 miles. 

From Istanbul to Zanzibar (east 
Africa)—Via canal, 4,365 miles; 
around Africa, 10,271 miles. | 

“From a commercial standpoint, the 
Suez canal is of greater importance 
to Great Britain than to any other 
nation. In 1933 more British ships 
passed through it than those of the 
next seven largest users of the canal 
combined, and the tonnage represented 
was in a similar proportion. 

“Beypt, thrédugh whose territory 
the canal runs, is an independent na- 
tion, although a garrison of about 12,- 
000 British troops is stationed there 
and in,the Angl6-Egyptian Sudan. to 
the south. Egypt was a British pro- 
tectorate from 1914 to 1922. When 
het independence was recognized by 
Great Britain, it was agreed that 
Egyptian national defense should re- 
main under British control. 

‘“Varions international agreements 
have provided that the Suez canal 
should remain open at all times to 
the vessels of all nations. During the 
World War, however, the canal was 
garrisoned by British and French mil- 
itary and naval forces and closed to 
ships of the central powers, though 
it remained open to neutral shipping. 
In 1882, during a crisis in Egypt, the 
canal was closed by British troops for 
four days. 

Not Under Government Control. 

“Unlike the Panama canal, which 
is indirectly controlled by the United 
States government, the Suez canat is 
a private business concern. No na- 
tion has direct authority over it. The 
canal is owned and operated by the 
Suez Canal Company , Compenets 
Universelle du Canal Maritime de 
Suez), a French organization which 
holds a concession from the Egyptian 
government expiring in 1968. 

“Fifty-two per cent of the shares 
in this company are held by French 
investors, 44 per cent by. the British 
government, and the remainder in oth- 
er European countries. On the board 
of directors are 21 Frenchmen, 10 
Englishmen, and one Dutchman, The 
British government’s shares originally 
were held by the Khedive of Egypt 
but were sold by him to England in 
1875 for $20,000,000. 

“Builder of the canal was Count 
Ferdinand de Desseps, of France,

Another Texan Robs Mail Box Here 
To Get ‘Meal Ticket’ in U. S. Pen 


One by one, the unemployed popula- 
tion of the great state of Texas is 
solving its hunger problems by ho- 
boing its way to the vicinity of the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary, and loot- 
ing the mail boxes. This adroit act 
forces the government to lock them 
securely indoors, where they are as- 
sured of the pleasant prospect of 
three meals a day. 

Ten days ago F. G. Morrow, a 58- 
year-old unemployed tailor of El Paso, 
knocked the lock off a mail box at 
Piedmont avenue and Eleventh street. 
He is resting now at Fulton tower, 
awaiting trial in October, while the 
vitamins of the jail diet restore his 
wasted frame to normal proportions. 

Yesterday Hugh Craig Cheatham, 
21, of Corpus Christi, was wandering 
through Forest Park when the realiza- 
tion suddenly struck him that 
could not go on indefinitely without

. Conine’s home and 
letters. 


Police service was not so efficient 
for Cheatham. Barely had his pre- 
decessor Morrow plucked the letter 
from the mail box when Patrolman 
William C. Patrick pounced on him 
and rushed him to the city jail just 
in time for lunch. But Cheatham 
looked around and there was not a 
soul in sight. 

He stood waiting for someone to 
show up and idly epened the letters. 
There was no money inside. They 
were personal letters, not interesting 
enough reading even to while away 
the time until a policeman showed u 
But Cheatham was not discouraged. 
He set out to find some representa- 
tive of the law. 

He walked several miles, all the 
way to Jonesboro and into the office 
of Sheriff E. L. Adamson. 

“Oh, sheriff,” he said, “I feel so 
guilty. I robbed a mail box. If you 
don’t believe me, bere are the letters.” 

Postoffice inspectors were called and 
now Cheatham is being held in the 
jail at Jonesboro, awaiting trial, 
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known also for the failure of: the later 
attempt to build a canal at Panama 
in the 1880's. The Suez canal, how- 
ever, Was a success once its sponsors 
had overcome diplomatic obstacles and 
early financial troubles. Strangely 
enough, de Lesseps’ efforts to gain 
consent te the building of the canal 
from the sultan of Turkey, to whose 
empire Egypt then belonged, were op- 
posed by the British government. 

“Work on the canal was begun in 
1859 and it was opened to traffic ten 
years later with a lavish celebration 
given by the Egyptian khedive and at- 
tended by the Empress Eugenie, of 
France, the emperor of Austria and 
other royal personages. In 1934 the 
canal was used by 5,663 vessels. This 
compares with 5,533 ships which used 
the Panama canal during the fiscal 
year ending in June, 1934. 

Canal Has No Locks. 

“Unlike the Panama waterway, the 
Suez canal has no locks and is built 
at sea level. At the Mediterranean 
end is Port Said, named for Said 
Pasha, Egyptian viceroy when the 
canal was built. The city stands on 
a low, sandy coast; its harbor made 
muddy by waters of an arm of the 
Nile which reaches the sea near by. 

“From the smaller city of Suez, 
at the canal’s southern end, can be 
seen the mountains of the Sinai penin- 
sula, one of which is said to be the 
Mt. Sinai of the Bible. Some believe 
that the crossing of the Red sea by 
the children of Israel may have 
taken place near the southern end of 
what is now the canal, when the Red 
sea extended farther inland. 

“From the dawn of history traders 
and soldiers alike have dreamed of a 
water route across the isthmus of 
Suez. The Egyptians, from 1350 to 
1300 B. C., dug a canal which joined 
the Nile river with the Red sea by 
way of Lake Timsah. ventually 
this became choked with sand, but an- 
other canal was begun about 


the Nile. 

“This remained navigable until the 
time of the Battle of Actium in 31 
B. C., when it is said that some of 
(Jueen Cleopatra’s ships escaped by it 
to the Red sea after their defeat by 
the Romans. Later the route was 
restored twice, once by the Roman 
Emperor Trajan and again in the 
seventh century A. D. by Amru, Is- 
lamic conqueror of Egypt.”

ployes hired by the majority bloc be 
dropped from the pay roll; that the 
insurance program, which was re- 
adjusted this year by Dr. Adams, be 
changed after conference with insur- 
ance authorities; that no money be 
spent by the county unless all five 
commissioners are in agreement; that 
a new juvenile detention home be 
erected ; that the facilities of the coun- 
ty jail, now lying idle because of 
friction between Deputy Sheriff Bob 
Holland and W. T. Turner, the build- 
ing, engineer, be put in use; that re- 
modeling the jail be resumed as soon 
as the county has sufficient money;

“There she blows!” 

When men on a whaling vessel hear 
someone shout those words, their 
hearts beat faster; for it means that 
game is in sight. 

Old-time whalers can tell the kind 
of whale by the shape of its spout. 
A finback sends up a tall, narrow col- 
umn. A right whale’s spout divides 
into parts at the top. The humpback 
gives forth a low cloud. The sulphur 
spots “thick and high.” 

The spout is composed of vapor- 
laden air. The whale is an air-breath- 
ing animal, and does its spouting after 
being under water for some time—let- 
ting out “bad air” in order to take iu 
fresh air. 

A whale can stay under

It is 
inot really bone, but a horny material. 
|It hangs in thin plates from the roof 
of the whale’s mouth. There may be 
| from 300 to 500 plates, each of them 
from eight to 14 feet long, in the 
mouth of a Greenland right whale. 
The whalebone serves to strain the 
water which flows through the mouth 
while the whale, with open jaws, 
swims is pursuit of food. Whalebone 


_whales have small throats and do not 
_go after large fish; but they capture 


thousands of shrimps and other small 
creatures of the sea. 

In former days, the capture of a 
whale was more exciting than it is 
today. Sometimes men with harpoons 
boarded small boats and left the 
mother ships.

Modern harpoons are hurled from 
guns aboard large vessels, and often 
then carry a bomb which explodes a 
few seconds after the harpoon strikes.
